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REMARKS 

The claims of the present application have heen subjected to a Unity of Invention 
Requirement as follows: 

Group I claims 31-39 and 6 1 -63 directed to method of treating disease ; 

Group II - claims 40-48 directed to identifying agents; 

Group III ~ claims 49-54 directed to method of diagnosis; 

Group IV - claims 55-60 directed to method of determining effective doses; 

and 

Group V - claims 64-66 directed to method of binding agents to polypeptide. 

It is asserted in the Requirement that the subject matter in each of the above-identified groups 
does not relate to a single general inventive concept because of the absence of a corresponding 
special technical feature among these groups. 

Responsive to the Requirement, Applicant hereby elects the subject matter of Group I, 
i.e. claims 31-39 and 61-63. This election is made with traverse. First, it is respectfully 
submitted that the subject matter groups above indeed do share a special technical feature, since 
all of these groups involve the use of the polypeptide or nucleic acid of DMPT1. The use of this 
polypeptide or nucleic acid as recited in the embodiments of the present claims was not 
previously disclosed before the present application was filed. In addition, it is submitted that 
there is no undue burden placed on the Examiner to examine the different use embodiments 
recited in the present claims, since these embodiments all involve the use of the same 
polypeptide or nucleic acid subject matter. Consequently, it is requested that the above 
Requirement be withdrawn.
